Meaning of Rings 


RING 
AROUND THE MOON: 
Have a letter from a moon gazer 
relating to the recent discussion 
about the rings around the moon 
Writes Mr. M. G.: 
“Your recent 
mention of the rings around the 
moon brings up an old discussion 
about the meaning of those rings. 
Old timers always connected the 
rings with a warning of a weather 
change, and there may be some 
scientific truth in the matter. 
“Since it is a fact that atmos­ 
pheric conditions determine the ap 
proaching weather, and the rings 
around the moon give a picture of 
atmospheric conditions, then there 
you are. 
“The rings are caused by the 
same 
scientific 
phenomena 
that 
make a rainbow when the sun is 
shining. 
Mist, certain clouds or 
dust cause a refraction in light rays 
from the sun or the moon, breaking 
K 
the rays into the color spec­ 
i e whereby various colors are 
visible. 
I 
"At night, all the colors arc not 
visible, as in a rainbow, but a defi­ 
nite circle of light is visible. 
The 
size of the ring is determined by 
the height (from the earth) of the 
clouds or mist. 
“Old timers used to say there • 
would be a change in weather, usu­ 
ally to unfavorable weather within 
48 hours after the ring appeared 
around the moon. 
Some others 
used to count the number of stars 
within the circle, and say there 
would be rain within that number 
of days.”
